THINK TREATY DEAD. 


State Deinirtnu;iit Give up Hoiie 
of Favorable Action By 
Colombia. 


Washington. Sept; 22.—When the state 
dcpiirtinciiL ck>«ed to day at 4 o’clock it 
wa.H agreed the Panam a canal treaty was 
dea<l. aSihouich eight hours yet remained 
within which th«? C<ilombÍíin cong^rt»«« 
niiKht take affirm ative action upon It. 
Nothinfi. howe%'er, had \tecn received dur­ 
ing the day, cither from M inister Beaupre 
at Boiiota, or from H errán, Colombian 
«harge here, which gave the sliglitest 
hope of a favorable Issue. Report is cur­ 
rent here that the Colombian congress in 
.si.crct se.‘i«ion has colthed President Mar- 
roquln with fuli power to negotiate the 
treaty. 
If this report should turn out to 
be true Marroquin, who Is counted a 
friend of the treaty, could proceed un­ 
trammelled by fear of future reckoning 
with hi.« congress. In any event President 
Roogcvclt m ust n o ^ take the next step. 
He can elect to proceed 
tmder 
the 
S|)ooncr act and take up the N icaragua 
route or can allow^ m atters to drift for 
the present In the hope a. way may yet 
be found to straighten out the present 
illfflciiItlR}« In the paht of the Panam a 
route. 


Acting Secretary of State Adee rem ain­ 
ed at the departm ent to night in order to 
be on hand to act promptly on any In­ 
formation which might come from Bogota 
concerning the canal treaty.

Tbe Jury Kenders a Verdict 
Flxiiiff HIh 
Puiilfiliiiieiit a i 


Dealli—Je<t >*c»t Ailbcted By 
His CoMvictlou. 


Clynthiiina, Ky., Sept. ffl.—After a trial 
la.'sting eight days the jury in the case of 
Curtis Jett, charged w ith the m urder of 
Town Marsltal Thomas Cockrell a t Jack­ 
son, July 21, 1902, this evening rendered 
a verdict of guilty and fixed punishment 
at death. 


The jury retired at 2:44 p. m. 
When 
the jur>* entered the court room after 
agrticing on a verdict quiet reigned for 
a few moments, Je tt’s mother had gone 
away earlier under the Impres.sion that 
no verdict would lie reached and a ver­ 
dict of death coming about two hours 
after the jury was out was a surprise 
t<» everyone in the court room. 
The 
reading of the verdict did not effect Jett, 
but his brother was very much distressed. 
Ju.*it previous to the jury reaching an 
agreem ent Judge Osborne, thinking they 
v’ould not reach a verdict to day, sent 
for them. Intending to call off the .Hc.s.slon 
fi»r the rest of the day. But the Jury .sent 
back word an agreemnt had been reachotl 
and It would be ready to report within 
five minutes. When the verdict was read 
the jury was polled. 


The death sentence was then read to 
Jett by the clerk, after which Jett was 
given over to the custoily of deputy 
rherlfTs. 
A motion for a i^ew trial will 
be tiled to morrow' morning, and If the 
motion 
o\'errulctl »he will appeal the 
case to the court of appeals. 


This has been the second trial of Curtis 
Jett on the charge 
of 
murder. 
The 
llr.«t trial was for the murder of J. B. 
Marcum at Jackson, Ky. Jett and Thomas 
W hite were sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. 


One juror st.'ited that for four ballots 
eleven Jurors, voted for the death penalty 
and one for a life sentence. 
All agreed 
on the fifth ballot. 


KILLED B7 DYNAMITE.

Sofia, Sept. 2i.—W ithin rorty-eishi hour:, 
tile quefitioii of peace or w ar will prol»- 
ably t>e Kctticd. according to authori­ 
tative opinions here. Prem ier Ivtrof had 
an Interview to day with A l^Feruh Bey, 
at W’hleh the whole situation in Mace- 
dojiia w'as discussed. 
As result of the 
conference much better feeling prevailed 
and confident hopes are expreKscd that a 
satisfactory adjustm ent may be reached. 
This view is strengthened by a report 
from Con.stantlnople to the effect that 
the council of ministers is within meas­ 
urable distance of on agreement in the 
chief points at i.sstie. 
The premier com­ 
plained of the sittiation created by a r­ 
rival at Burgas of thou.sands of destitute 
and starving refugees from the district 
of Losengrad. 
After the discussion, un- 
derst'anding was practically reached that 
Turkey should guarantee the safe protec­ 
tion of tiie refugees and take steps to re­ 
instate them in their homes. 


The general effect of these coiiferences 
In Con.stantinople and Sofia has induced 
mucli more hopeful feeling here. 
The 
w ar 
ministry 
has 
taken 
steps 
to 
strengthen the Bulgarian frontier force.*^ 
and it Is reported troops will occupy all 
commanding positions, thus making It 
almost impo.sKlble for bands to cross the 
frontier. 


Bulgarin answering the porte’.s recently 
manifested disposition to consider direct 
understanding, demands general amnesty 
and stop persecution of Bulgarians in 
Macedonia: adm inistrative ref*»rms: in­ 
sure safety of highway.s and equality of 
Christians and Musselmans before courts; 
reform of taxation and gend’armle and 
provide for personal security; that burned 
villages be* rebuilt with government as­ 
sistance: refugees repatriated: organiza­ 
tion of Bulgarian schools and churches.

LlnteM Bt Tells How s s i Why He 


Will Go and How He Propone* to 
Aecompllek Hi» Purpo*«—Hundred 
Darn* - Daol* to Solve Geography’* 
IiMt Trcaieadoua Secret. 
When James CreelmanT the staff cor-, 
respondent of the New York World, In­ 
terviewed Lieutenant Robert E. Peary; 
who is to make another attempt to 
reach the north pole, he asked him the 
following questions: “Why do you want 
to go to the north pole? And if you 
get there what good will you have 
done?” 


The iutrepid explorer replied in part: 
MI want to finish my life work, 
want my country to have tlie honor of 
solving the last great problem in geog- 
raphy—to succeed where all others 
have failed. 


“1 have often been asked what good 
there was in discovering the north pole. 
1 admit that there are no dollars and 
cent3 in it-*that is, I can see, none. 
From a strictly utilitarian standpoint, 
though, it must be remembered that In 
getting to the north pole by the Smith's 
sound or American route I must travel 
through an area that covers practically 
all the missing tyuks of arctic knowl­ 
edge. 


‘•This route lies through Baffin’s bay, 
Smith's sound and the Kennedy and 
Robeson channels to the north shore 
of Grantland. 
There we will be on 
the shore of the central polar basin, 
on land a hundred miles nearer to the 
pole than any other known place in the 
circuit of the pole. It Is a sloping fore­ 
shore, with shoal water off the coast 
To the right is the.-still' unsurveyed 
gap in the northeast coast of Green­ 
land. To the west is a similar gap in 
the western coast of Grantland. These 
are the only missing links in the coast 
lines of the higher arctic regions. An­ 
other important service can be ren­ 
dered to geographic and hydrographic 
science by soundings on the direct line 
to the pole to determine fully or par­ 
tially the character of the polar basin. 
When these points are filled in it can 
be said that arctic exploration is prac­ 
tically complete. 1 
“As for the scientific side of the voy 
age to the pole, no man can tell what 
a fact Is worth until he knows that 
fact. Every step we take into new ter­ 
ritory eliminates ignorance. Tlie hu­ 
man race should never rest content un­ 
til every part of the land and water 
surface of the earth has been visited. 
AH geographical mysteries must be 
solved. Hr is impossible to say what 
the value of a seemingly useless fact 
may be until it hits been combined with 
the rest of the world’s knowledge. 


“I have seeu a statement in the news­ 
papers that the last yacht race to de­ 
fend the cup cost the American syndi­ 
cate something like $000,000. I don’t 
know whether that is true or not, but 
for a quarter of that sum we can get to 
the pole. I do not ask for more than 
$200,000. 


“It is important that my next expedi­ 
tion shall be supported well. I expect 
to make it the last. 
Now that the 
United States government has officially 
approved of the work, I hope that the 
national indorsement will result in in­ 
teresting some man or men to give 
enough money to insure success. 


“I intend that this shall be an Amer­ 
ica!» expedition—American in mouey, 
in ships and in men. I feel confident 
that I can reach the north pole now, 
and I am determined that the undi­ 
vided credit shall belong to my coun­ 
try.” 


"But you have been confident of suc­ 
cess before?** 


“Yes, but I have gone nearer to suc­ 
cess ea-^h time. The last time I did 
what I did in spite of my ship. I have 
never had a ship of sufficient power. 
All I want is a ship that will take me 
to the north shore of Grantland at the 
right season. 
I will answer for the 
rest. 


“1 know the problem well. I know 
what I have to encounter, and 1 know 
just what I need to Insure success. I 
have made longer Journeys, counting 
air line directions, than any other ex­ 
plorer. 
When my ship reaches the 
north shore*of Grantland I shall be 
400 statute miles, or 420 nautical miles, 
from the pole. The distance 'to be cov­ 
ered is seven degrees. I have already 
gone a hundred miles of that distance 
In a straight line. There is nothing to 
be seen but ice. What there is at the 
pole no man knows. In four separate 
journeys I have traveled greater dis­ 
tances than from Grantland to the 
pole. My ship was so poor that I could 
not start out far enpugh north. 
In 
the spring of 1900, my best trip. I 
covered an air line distance which if I 
had started from the shore of Grant­ 
land would have carried die beyond 
the pole and back again. 
• “The situation is easy to understand. 
If .I can get the right kind of a ship— 
and If I get money enough I knowhow 
to get the ship—I can sail on July 1, 
say, and get lo Cape Sabine by the end 
of tl}e month. I can stay there until 
feptember fatbering walrus meat na-

did not start from the shote of Grant* 
land.

There 
have been four ships on the coast I 
wish to reach—the Alert, Polaris» Pro­ 
teus and Discovery. All I ask for is 
a ship that t^ill take, me the 350 .miles 
that lie between Cape Sabine and the 
north shore of Grantland. 


“I speak ‘with some confidence be­ 
cause I have had more experience in 
the arctic, have traveled more and lived 
longer there than any other white man. 
I know just where to find the reindeer, 
the musk oxen and the arctic hare. I 
know every foot of the coast from 
Cape,York to Cape Hecla. I have spent 
so much: time among the natives, have 
traded so much with them, have given 
them so many arms and other neces­ 
saries, have worked so much with 
them, that I can command the utmost 
resources and energies of the whole 
tribe of Whale sound Eskimos. 


“Having set forth my plans and^fhe 
reasons I have for feeling contuleiit of 
success, having received the official in­

MAYOR LEEDS’ AMBITION. 


Wh y Stamford’* Executive Will Study 
Politic* at Yale. 


Mayor Charles H. Leeds of Stamford, 
Conn., has decided that his education 
is not complete and has determined to 
take a three years’ postgraduate course 
at Yale, saj's the New York World. He 
will study political economy and kin­ 
dred subjects to fit him not only for 
his present position, but to enable him 
to assume a higher office If he should 
be called to it. 
, 


In Connecticut politics a Yale degree 
goes a long way toward making a suc­ 
cessful candidate. The first mayor of 
Stamford, who bore the same name as 
the present mayor, although he was no 
relation to him, could write Ph. D. aft­ 
er his name. The present mayor as­ 
pires to do likewise. 


Mayor Leeds is very wealthy, having 
inherited a large fortune from his fa­ 
ther. He was born in Stamford and 
received lvls preliminary education in 
Kings school, subsequently taking a 
course at Princeton, from which uni­ 
versity he was graduated in 1895. He 
is thirty years old. 


The mayor does not intend to allow 
his work at Yale to interfere with run­ 
ning the business of the city. He has 
planned to be a commuter between 
Stamford and Now Haven, beginning 
with the end of September. The mayor 
said to a reporter: 


“I believe it is the duty of every 
man to get all the advantages of edu­ 
cation he can. I have the time and the 
inclination and there is no reason why 
I should not do It, especially as it will 
not interfere with my position as may­ 
or. A man can’t know too much. That's 
my experience, and I am very fond of 
study. I go to Yale because 1 have a 
choice between Yale and Columbia, 
and Yale is nearer. I feel that I am 
losing ground. There is not enough for 
me to do as mayor, and I want full oc­ 
cupation. There are days at a time 
when I don’t have to go to the mayor's 
office, and 1 can improve myself to be 
ready for any emergency when my 
term ends. I expect to make what ed­ 
ucation 1 may add to my store useful 
to me and to the people I corné in con­ 
tact with.”

Bring the corners up to the center 
and press them together lightly, 
leaving spaces where tlie fruit snows. 
Lay them close together and when 
risen again till light bake in a quick 
oven. 
This recipe is equally good 
for winter when canned fruit is used.

TO UPLIFT CRIMINALS. 


The Hew Brlilali Home Seeretary 
Plmas m Great Work. 


With the exception of those who are 
taking the chief parts in the so called 
**flscal controvert" now raging In 
England no member of the British cab­ 
inet has been more talked of lately 
than the recently appointed home sec- 
retaiy. the Right Hon. Aretas Akers- 
Douglas, says the London correspond­ 
ent of ^ e Washington Post In his 
capacity as head of the department of 
the government whlchl deals with crim­ 
ínala Mr. Akers-Douglas recently laid 
before parliament a adíeme regarding 
the treatment of wrongdoers which, 
be hopes, will solve a. problem that has 
been for years agitating the minds of 
hia predecessom. He is going to try 
to retoma the criminal classes so ás to 
make them both within and without 
the prison citizens. Hitherto prisonei^ 
Irrespective of their antecedents, wlio 
were sentenced to penal servitude— 
that is, any term involving confinement 
for over two years—were put to such 
unprofitable ocenpations as pl<^ng oak­ 
um or breaking: stones. The secretary 
feels that all ivlaonerB are not hope­ 
less cases; heneé his new scheme. 


Young men serving their first period 
are to be kept under special observa­ 
tion, and If it is foi|nd that the crimi­ 
nal instinct Is not strongly developed 
in them they will be taught some use­ 
ful trade, which may help them to be* 
come respectable cltlzena on their re­ 
lease. Habitual criminals will also be 
put to some useful occuimtlonby which^ 
they will no longer be a burden on the 
taxpayer, and If they ahow no disposi­ 
tion to réforín they will be kept in pris­ 
on for an indefinite period. This fea­ 
ture of the scheme is drastic because 
It will need a special act of parliament 
to put it Into operation.

The crop and dlm ate report of the Illi­ 
nois weathfer bureaii for the week ending 
Monday issued Tuesday says the corn of 
lillnois was not Irijured by the frost and 
cold of last week and that in two weeks 
$111 of it will be out of danger. 
This 
statement Is based upon hundreds of re- 
portis received from correspondents of thè 
bureau. .The bulletin says: 


The week opened warm with tempera­ 
ture considerably above the seasonable 
average; there was a decided fan in the 
middle part culminating In light to heavy 
frosts on the mornings of the -17th and 
18th, In the central and. northern. dis­ 
tricts; the temperature rose rapidlj; the 
latter part of the week. Exc^^t in por­ 
tions of the southern district, W^iere r&in 
Is still needed, the distribution of rain­ 
fall was quite general throughout-the 
state. 
In portions of the northern dis­ 
trict the fall wa^ héfvy, and considerable 
damage to grain In shock and stack en­ 
sued. 


Corn passed through the cold spell practi­ 
cally unscathed. While some fields in the 
lowlands were touched by frost, the dam­ 
age was slight. 
Many correspondents 
átate that the effects of the frost will be 
beneficiai, tending to hasten the ripening 
of the crop. 
Reports indicate that the 
bulk of the crop will be entirely safe in 
two week.s. Somè «utting has been done, 
and the work will be in active operation 
over a large area during the ensuing 
week. 


Plowing has progressed and consider­ 
able wheat and rye have been seeded, but 
the work was retarded on account of wet 
condition of the soil. 
í* 


The excellent state of pastures is gen­ 
erally remarked. In the southern district, 
where grass had deteriorated improve­ 
ment is noted. The wet weather has de­ 
layed clover hulling. 
Broom com and 
cow peas are being harvested, but no ex­ 
pression with regard to yield has been 
received. 
Stock is in good condition. 


In .some localities gardens were nipped 
by frost. Potatoes will probably yi|;ld a 
light crop; considerable complaint of rot­ 
ting is made. Meagre reports indicate a 
fine sweet potato output. 


Apples continue to drop and the outlook 
Is for a very light crop» of inferior qual­ 
ity. There is a good supplj'- of grapes. 


Central Illinois counties malte the fol­ 
lowing reports; 


Crawford-Light rains during week and 
cooler weather, with heavy frost morn­ 
ing of ISth; the frost will have the effect 
to hastening the maturity of corn, but 
may have injured late garden truck and 
meloHig; early planted com curing jiicely; 
pastures improving; clover seed reported 
light yield; winter apples half crop. 


Fulton—Light frost morning of 18th; no 
material damage; a great deal of the corn 
is very green and some will not harden; 
plowing practically finished; clover seed 
poor; apples still dropping; good winter 
apples will be scarce; potatoes, sweet and 
Irish, short crop. 


McDonough—Latter part of week cloudy 
«nd cold; light frost 18th—no damage; 
early corn saft; late corn will be safe 
Oct. 1; seeding delayed by rains; some 
wheat coming up nicely; potatoes very 
gpod; apples half crop. 


McLean—Rains on l-4th, 15th and 16th; 
frost night of 17th; corn, was not damaged 
much by the frost on account of the wet 
condition of the ground; week very cool 
and wet; pastures good; stock in fair con­ 
dition; fall plowing finished. 


Mason—Frost morning of 
18th 
with 
temperature of 38; late corn but slightly 
injured thus, far; some 
seeding

menced; fine crop of

Preparations are being made for an 
international contention to furtliei* a 
movement for tlie physical improve­ 
ment of the Hebrew^ race, says the 
New York Herald.

tablishing athletic chibs and grounds 
in all liirge cities of tlie world. 


A national organization, known as the 
Maccabean league will servo as a nu­ 
cleus for the international movement. 
The first of tlie athletic clubs projected 
Is to be establislied on the east side of 
New York, near East Broadway. 
^Ir. 
Mason, secretary of the Janitoi-s’ soci-* 
ety and who is a leading oificer of thé 
Maccabean league, says the clubhouse 
will hare 400 wardrobes. 


“W e-are now/’ said Mr. Mason, “in 
communication with Hebrews in Eu­ 
ropean countries, who will co-operate 
ivith us in the movement. 
Tlie Mac­ 
cabean league is a military organiza­ 
tion formed by Hiïbrews, and its mem­ 
bers are one and all in favor of aiding 
the physical improvement' as much as 
they possibly can. 


“Such men as .Tacob H. Schiff and 
.Street Cleaning Commissioner Wood- 
buiy Have been interesting themselves 
in the janitors’ organization, and we 
belieiie we can also interest them in 
the physical improvement morement. 
We have * already approached- several 
public men, who have assured us that 
they will do all in their power to aid 
us. 
We are having success with the 
Maccabean league to such an extent 
that we feel encouraiged to start in 
with the organizâtion of the athletic 
chibs, which can serve as headquiirters 
and drilling places for the local lodges 
of the league. 
^*‘1 think that in Europe we caq, cre­ 
ate enthusiasm for our movement and 
that many national conventions can be 
arranged. Physical.Improvement is of 
the utmost Importance to the Hêbrew 
tenement house dwellers, and it will 
do no harm for those of the wealthy 
and middle classes to co-operate with 
us. 
The plans for the international 
agitation, of course, will have to l^e 
formulated at our international con­ 
vention, which is soon to be held.

The Bulgarians lack numerical 
strength, they lack organization nod 
lack both the money and munitions of 
w á r necesi^ry to cope with Turkey, 
trhich haa a large army, well organ­ 
ized by the Germans. The Bulgarians 
can only cany bn a guerrilla warfare 
and <mn make a tot of trouble , for the 
Turks while also making much for 
thtni^lves. The conflict will soon bni*n 
itself out, for the reason that.lt Is uot 
to the Interest of thç powers to con- 
trlbnte to the disintegration of the 
Turkish empire. 
It !s. especially the 
nterest of Éngíaud and Austria to 
have Turkey .stand m . a barrier to 
Russian escansión toward the Mediter­ 
ranean.

In it the 
Bussians are building lioust>s and ad­ 
ministrative offices for a population 
which is yet to come aiul are emiting 
great docks for a trade wtiich does not 
exist.

Daihy is the paradox of citics. 
It 
contravenes all the natural laws of a 
city’s growth. It was forced into ex­ 
istence not tiecause men In the course 
of human progress found it convenient 
to meet and trade there, but because 
M. de Witte, the Russian finance min­ 
ister, on the far distant Neva, ordered, 
“Build me a city.”^ Dalny is the life­ 
less body of a city, but thronging citi­ 
zens will vltallise It. It mli^ht be called 
the modern city of Aladdin —M. do 
Witte rubbed the lami>~were it not 
that 
and the railway whose termi­ 
nus li is were builded not in a night, 
but under tremendous diCiicttltii^s. 


The extraordinary fact is that this 
Russian railway, wblch has been on© 
of ihe greatest factors in making Man- 
chuila virtually n Russian province, 
was possible only by the labor of the 
Cldnese fhen: elve«. And thousands of 
Chinese coolies, umk ;• liundreds of Rus­ 
sian arc‘hl*'‘pts. engineers and over­ 
seers, ar ’ ..:idi:'.' l>a!ny. 
' 
Politically Enjiland regards with' 
grave apprehension the completion of 
this railway, which runs through the 
disputed pr H’Inee of Manchuria. Yet 
civiiizatlou and commerce mnst rejoice 
that the Chinese Eastern raUwa3% as it 
is offielally named, will bring the Pa­ 
cific coast so much nearer to Europe. 
The Transsiberlan railway was a tre­ 
mendous step toward bridging the gap 
between the west and the east, but it 
was comparatively useless until tho 
Manchurian section was compieted. It 
was necessary to have a large commer­ 
cial town as a terminus, and M. do 
Witte conceived the tremenclous Idea of 
building one.

Streets, ^ 
dminage and ^electrlc wires were laid 
down, electric lights and telephone» 
were installed; parks, gardens, electric 
trams, municipal buildings, hospitals, 
schools, prisons, docks and Jetties w’cre 
prpvlded before a single lot of land 
was offered to the public for purchase. 
The original estimate of the huge work 
was $15,001),000, and it has been ex­ 
ceeded long since.

Besides, Dal­ 
ny Is a free port It Is the terminus of 
the rallioad; and it possesses all the 
conveii!^c<te of a modern city. Mer- ' 
chantg who settle ihc*re will have noth­ 
ing of hardship to fear, as if Dalny 
were an ordinary newly formed settle­ 
ment. Radiating from the municipai 
buildings run avenues named after the 
various nations, and at the end of each 
avenue will be a national church.
